CERYS HAS AFRICAN ADVENTURE 

A GIRL GUIDE from Barry has 
just returned from a trip to Africa 
where she joined other guides to 
work on a literacy project. 

Cerys Edwards, who lives in Barry 
and volunteers with Dinas Powys 
Brownies, spent almost three weeks in 
August working with a group of eight 
other girls in Zambia. 

The Guides were working on the 
‘Book Bus’ project, which aims to 
improve children’s literacy rates. 

Cerys said: “We all went through a 
selection process with Girl Guiding 
Cymru to go on the trip, being picked 
from over 200 girls across Wales. 

“We worked in three different 
primary schools in and around the 
Livingstone area, including running a 
holiday club in the village of 
Kamatanda, where we taught under a 
tree, surrounded by 120 enthusiastic 
children. 

“We would read to the children in a 
large group first of all, then a different 
book in smaller groups and then a craft 
session would begin, usually a flurry of 
glue, tissue paper and scissors that 
would feel like five minutes but would 
actually be well over an hour! 

“If we had time, the children would 
bring us books that they had found on 
the bus that they wanted to read. A very 
popular one was Elmer the Elephant, as 
were books about the ocean - one 
which surprised us, bearing in mind 
Zambia is a landlocked country! 

“Our trip wasn’t just school 24/7 
though, we took full advantage of 
where we were and went to Victoria 
Falls twice, once in daylight and once 


to experience the lunar rainbow, a 
phenomenon that only occurs there. 

“We also took a weekend safari in 
neighbouring Botswana, an amazing 
way to see all the spectacular wildlife 
that is in this part of the world. As we 
were part of a Girlguiding Cymru trip, 
we also went to meet a Zambian guide 
and brownie group. 

“We spent an afternoon with them, 
tasting local dishes and hearing about 
their guiding experiences. . While we 
were out there, it was A-Level results 
day for a lot of us, so as a celebration 
we went to the Royal Livingstone 
Hotel, the only five star hotel there, for 
afternoon tea and sunset cocktails. 

“My trip gave me many 
opportunities and experiences that I 
will never forget. I was able to see and 
experience first-hand a different way of 
life, and I have no doubt that this has 
made me appreciate my own lifestyle a 
lot more. 

“My time in Zambia is something 
that I will always remember and 
hopefully will be an experience that I 
shall get to repeat in the future”.

COMMUNITIES 
FACING A TIDE 
OF PLANNING 
APPLICATIONS’ 


A LL parts of the Vale of Glamorgan 
are now facing a rapidly rising 
tide of planning applications by 
developers. 

Inevitably, local community councils and 
campaign groups must have as their priority the key 
task of mobilising their own community to make 
effective planning objections to these applications. 

However, there are wider issues which are 
emerging across the Vale, that have been reflected 
in The GEM in recent times. 

There is the problem of disproportionate 
development due to the council’s Deposit LDP: in 
the Vale as a whole, in parts of the Vale like the 
rural Vale, and in certain communities. 

We have a council which is using planning 
loopholes to approve a series of premature planning 
applications for LDP sites in Vale communities 
before the LDP inspector can examine the 
responses from residents in these communities. 

We have the prospect of excessive

development facing many Vale villages if the 
council’s proposal to scrap their settlement 
boundaries goes ahead. 

We have a council whose leading councillors 
write to The GEM arguing that the Vale Council 
should be retained in imminent local government 
reorganisation, as it is responsive to Vale issues: yet 
the very same councillors ignore many GEM 
readers who are asking for a proper explanation as 
to why this council is adamantly opposed to the 
development of the Llandow Newydd site. 

There are many residents and community 
councillors across the Vale who are very disturbed 
by the way in which the LDP process is unfolding. 
This is why this summer the Vale Villages Together 
network has been launched. 

It has limited but necessary purposes: it aims to 
provide a link between different community groups 
and individuals across the Vale currently working in 
isolation; it seeks to provide and exchange 
information on planning issues in the Vale. 

Finally, it wants to provide a platform for 
identifying key planning issues affecting Vale 
communities, discussing what needs to be done, 
and then acting on these. 

As an example, take rural settlement boundaries. 
The network held an open forum last week on this 
issue. As a result, it has just written to all rural 
community councils submitting a case for them to 
consider asking the council not to scrap the 
settlement boundaries around Vale villages. 

It is also writing to Vale political parties, AMs, 
and the local MP on the issue. 

Clearly, there are other issues which need co¬ 
ordinated action through such a network. It is not 
intended to be confined to rural Vale issues. Its 
potential is demonstrated by the numerous contacts 
already received.

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Business owner asks why public 
don’t get more time on Holton Road 


A Holton Road 
trader says he 
despairs of the Vale 
Council sorting out 
a parking issue that 
he claims deters 
customers from 
returning to the 
town’s main 

thoroughfair. 

Currently, Holton 
Road has parking bays 
with unloading times for 
businesses which run 
from 6am in the morning 
until 12 noon. 

Members of the public 
who use them during that 
period of time are likely 
to return to their car and 
find a parking penalty on 
it. 

After midday, the bays 
can be used by members 
of the public. 

Local businessman 
Ferda Ulug, who owns 
La Cucina, on the corner 
of Holton Road and 


Regent Street, has 
campaigned for a change 
in the hours so people 
can park in the bays from 
10am. 

“Currently, half the 
day is designated for 
unloading - we’re here to 
serve customers. 

“I’ve recently had 
another couple of 
customers who have had 
tickets and they won’t be 
back again. 

“I can’t understand 
why the Vale Council 
finds it so hard to relax 
the restriction to help 
local businesses.” 

In January, Ferda 
presented a petition to 
local councillor Ian 
Johnson, requesting that 
the Vale Council 
consider more flexible 
use of the bays. Thirty 
local business owners or 
shop managers signed it. 

A survey of local 
businesses was carried 
out by the council four 


by GEM REPORTER 


months ago and Ferda 
says the consensus 
backed a relaxation. 

“We’re still waiting 
for something to 
happen,” said Ferda. 

“What is the problem? 
The parking restriction 
affects all sorts of local 
businesses. It is so simple 
to sort out. Everyone is 
frustrated.” 

Ferda insisted that 
6am to 10am was a big 
enough window for 
unloading and that 
although the odd 
business might have to 
change delivery times, 
there would be an upside 
for everyone in terms of 
more customers. 

Ferda added: “Will the 
council sort this out 
before Christmas or will 
it still be an issue in the 
new year?” 


Michael Clogg, 
operational manager for 
highways and 

engineering, said: “The 
loading bays are 
provided to enable the 
safe and convenient 
delivery of goods to 
individual shops without 
causing an unnecessary 
obstruction to the traffic 
flows along Holton 
Road. 

“Following a 

consultation with 

businesses along Holton 
Road, the council 
concluded that there is 


currently no commonly 
held desire, and so no 
justification, to make any 
changes to the existing 
loading bay operation 
times. 

“The situation will be 
monitored and 

consideration given to a 
change of time in the 
future should it be 
proved that a majority of 
the businesses are in 
favour of such an 
arrangement.” 

The council told The 
GEM that businesses 
along Holton Road were 
consulted on July 1, 
2014, to gain their views 
on the operational times 
of existing loading bays 


and given options as to 
preferences for any 
changes. 

The consultation 
concluded at the end of 
July and out of the 106 
businesses that were 
hand delivered a 
questionnaire, only 12 
responses were received. 

Of those responses, 
five businesses chose the 
option of no change, 
three businesses 

suggested a reduction in 
loading time, two 
businesses wanted to 
increase loading times 
and two businesses had 
other suggestions.

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MONTE CASSINO VETERANS 
HOLD A LOCAL REUNION

A group of Welsh World War 
Two veterans - all members of 
The Monte Cassino Society - 
held a reunion in Llantwit 
Major. 

Jim Morgan, who lives in the town, 
said: “Our average age is 92 and we 
hold the get-together annually. 

“All four of us are members of The 
Monte Cassino Society who served in 
various branches of the Army in Italy 
during the first six months of 1944.” 

The Battle of Monte Cassino was a 
series of four assaults by the Allies 
against the ‘Winter Line’ in Italy with 
the aim of effecting a breakthrough to 
Rome. 

The capture of Monte Cassino came 
at a high price with the Allies 
sustaining around 55,000 casualties. 

The Monte Cassino Society 
comprises veterans and their 
relatives - the relatives, for 
understandable reasons, have taken on 
more of the organisation of the society 
as the years have passed by. 

Earlier this year Jim was among 
those in the society who made a 
journey back to Italy to remember 


those who never made it home. The 
party numbered 105 and included 14 
veterans. 

Jim explained: “In May of those 
who were able, joined a party of 
veterans which travelled to Cassino to 
mark the 70th anniversary of the 
battles. 

“The pilgrimage was organised by 
the society and was sponsored by the 
National Lottery. 

“A moving service of 
commemoration was held in the 
beautiful cemetery overlooked by the 
monastery. 

“This was attended by several 
thousand, including Prince Harry, who 
laid a wreath at the memorial. 

“At an informal buffet lunch 
following the service the Prince 
insisted on meeting and talking to 
veterans individually. Everyone was 
impressed by his kindness and 
understanding.” 

Jim describes himself playfully as 
“ninety-one and a half’ and says the 
National Lottery fund the trips once 
every five years with some veterans 
looking forward optimistically to the 
next pilgrimage to Italy in 2019. 


Call for more town 
centre parking spots 


PLAID CYMRU 
councillor for the 
centre of Barry, Ian 
Johnson, has called 
for more parking 
places to be 
provided for local 
residents after 
planning 
permission was 
given for six 
apartments in Pyke 
Street. 


The plans for the 
former Elim Church 
were passed at a recent 
Vale Council meeting, 
but did not include 
provision of any parking 
spaces. 

Coun Ian Johnson said 
that the developers 
should work with the 
council to provide 
additional parking spaces 
nearby, such as by the 
Old Fire Station on 
neighbouring Court 
Road, and with 


Crossways Methodist 
Church across the road 
so that weddings and 
funerals were not 
affected by additional 
parking. 

He explained: “We all 
know that Barry has a 
substantial need for small 
apartments and housing, 
but also for parking 
spaces. 

“Our streets simply 
weren’t built for the 
number of cars that 
people now have. 

“The former Elim 
Church site is being 
developed for six small 
apartments. While not 
everybody moving in 
will have a car, any extra 
traffic will make it more 
difficult for local 
residents or the users of 
Crossways Methodist 
Church across the road to 
find spaces. 

“I asked that the 
planning committee 
consider asking the 
developers to fund local 
parking improvements to 
create additional spaces 
in the town centre, such 
as removing the un¬ 
necessary double yellow 
lines outside the old Fire 
Station on Court Road. 

“I hope that the Vale 
Council will look to do 
this and also work to 
open up additional 
parking spaces in other 
parts of the town centre, 
such as outside the 
former YMCA on 
Woodlands Road, so that 
residents can park closer 
to home.”

T HE Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Council 

meeting last Monday 
evening considered 
the Welsh Local 
Government 
Association (WLGA) 
response to the 
Welsh Government’s 
White paper on 
merging councils. 

If there is one thing 
VoG seem to be able to 
agree on, it’s that they 
are doing a great job and 
should be left alone. 

The White Paper 
supports the notion of 
reducing 22 councils to 
12, but the WLGA 
preferred solution is to 
increase the number of 
councils to 26: 


introducing four new 
regional councils. 

I believe there are far 
too many councillors in 
Wales and that the 
number of principle 
councils could be 
reduced to at least 10. 

Creating more tiers of 
government as proposed 
by the WLGA seems to 
be yet another defensive 
reaction. Given the level 
of finance now 
available, fewer 
principle councils, 
supported by a few 
regional committees, and 
a much improved role 
for community councils 
seems a good way 
forward.

VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

‘DOING NOTHING NOT 
AN OPTION AGAINST 
THE TERROR THREAT’ 


L AST Friday saw 
Parliament 
recalled: it is a 
time when the 
responsibility of an MP 
comes into sharp 
focus - voting on 
military action in 
another part of the 
world is not done 
lightly. 

The threat of the so 
called Islamic State has 
dominated the news agenda 
for a number of weeks, and 
the Prime Minister recalled 
members from great 
distances to hold a debate on 
the role Great Britain has in 
responding to this new, but 
fast developing threat. 

I voted for military 
action, along with 523 other 
Members across both sides 
of the House. 

The establishment of IS is 
a threat to our own stability 
here at home, and across the 
Middle East. The Prime 
Minister made it clear that 
we won’t be sending combat 
boots on the ground, but we 
will be providing air and 
reconnaissance support for 
our allies, as efforts are

made to undermine the 
threat posed by this new 
brand of terror. 

The debate lasted for 
seven hours and was 
conducted in a non-partisan 
manner on all sides of the 
house. There was a genuine 
appetite to listen, and the 
majority of MPs chose to 
support air strikes and a 


campaign that is likely to 
last for an extended period, 
rather than days. 

There was a clear road 
map set out in the approach 
made by David Cameron; 
we are supporting several 
Middle East countries and 
our remit is limited. 

Iraq requested support, 
and we support our allies 
when faced with evil. That is 
not to say that we don’t have 
concerns, but the Prime 
Minister set out a clear remit 
for action, and I agree with 
him that doing nothing when 
we see the beheading of a 
British citizen is not an 
option. We have to act in the 
face of such brutal terror. 

When a new organisation 
like IS takes a territory 
larger than that of Great 
Britain in such a short space 
of time, it is time to respond. 
It is clear that this is not war 
on a particular country, but 
a response to a new threat 
that we must face. 

I support the Prime 
Minister; we have a 
responsibility to take action 
and subdue this threat to our 
country and others.

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MERGER: "Vale and Cardiff not comparable’ 


AS September comes to an end, we have 
seen changes in the Welsh 
Government’s Cabinet, with Leighton 
Andrews AM becoming the cabinet 
member for public services. 

He has been tasked with delivering the proposals 
contained within the Williams Commission report 
on public service governance and delivery, now 
commonly known as ‘Local Government 
Reorganisation’, albeit the report was supposed to 
be a review of ALL public services, which in my 
opinion it was not. 

The Williams Commission proposes reducing the 
number of county councils in Wales from the 22 
authorities to 12. It proposes merging the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council with Cardiff Council, forming 
an authority with a population of almost half a 
million and creating the biggest council in Wales. 

I consider this to be unacceptable as the Vale of 
Glamorgan and Cardiff are not comparable partners 
for merger. The Vale councillors have discussed this 
and all groups are opposed to this merger and are 
currently resisting the proposal. 

I believe the Vale Council is viable, and performs 
well and without any issues other than a budget 


shortfall, which is due to the cuts imposed by the 
Westminster Government. 

This financial issue is a major reason why I do 
not agree with this Wales-wide reorganisation. The 
cost is estimated to be up to £400m across Wales 
and I believe that money would be better spent on 
services. This equates to be between 5 per cent and 
7.5 per cent of the cfouncil’s budget, and means we 
would have to find that amount on top of any cuts 
already imposed. 

This year, we lost 5 per cent of our government 
grant, or £7.5m, and expect to have a further cut this 
year of 4.5 per cent, or £6.75m, so the extra cost 
would inevitably affect services. 

The Vale Council considered the Welsh 
Government’s proposals on September 29 and again 
rejected the merger with Cardiff. However, the 
Welsh Government now suggests that a voluntary 
merger with another council could be a possibility. 

If this is the case, and there is no other option but 
to merge with another council, the Vale Council will 
be asked to consider if there is another council that 
we could merge with on a voluntary basis. 

This is because the Minister has set out a 
timetable to push the legislation through to force a 
merger with Cardiff, provided there is a majority in 


the Welsh Assembly to do so. 

Travellers’ site 

I SHOULD like to finish by referring to an 
anonymous leaflet that has been distributed in 
the wards of Cadoc, Castleland, Court and Dinas 
Powys suggesting that anyone objecting to the 
LDP proposal to place a traveller and gypsy site 
in Hayes Road should contact their councillor. 

I consider this leaflet to be offensive and I should 
make it clear that it is not a document sent to you by 
any councillor. It has apparently been produced by 
some private individuals, although they do not 
disclose their names. 

The document encourages people to make a 
comment about the proposal within the Draft Local 
Development Plan (LDP) for a site at the old 
council waste amenity site on Hayes Road. 

To be clear, the council has a duty to prepare a 
LDP and is required to assess all housing needs, 
including those of specific need groups such as 
gypsies and travellers. The LDP contains a proposal 
for a site at Hayes Road in Sully. 

Consultation on the LDP was undertaken 
between November 8 and December 20, 2013. At 
that time, a number of suggestions for alternative 
sites were received and a further consultation was 
held on these from March 20 to May 1. 2014. 

As the formal public consultation periods have 
now ended, no further representations can be 
registered and any new representations received will 
be considered as being ‘not duly made’ (a legal 
term). Therefore, this leaflet has confused matters 
and no further representations can be made. 

All representations received during the formal 
process are being processed and will be included in 
the LDP Consultation report that will be published 
in April/May 2015. 

After that an independent planning inspector will 
hold an examination in public to consider the issues 
raised during the public consultations and scrutinise 
the ‘soundness’ of the council’s LDP. 

The inspector will then produce a report with 
recommendations which will be binding on the 
council, and the LDP will be formally adopted. 

I hope that this explains the situation, but I 
should also mention that the site in question has had 
travellers living therefor almost three years.

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Man’s quest to find grandfather 
who found sanctuary in Wales 


A young Serbian man is 
appealing to the people of 
south Wales to help him find 
out what happened to his long 
lost grandfather who fled a 
civil war. 

The family are certain Danilo 
Ljubenko lived for a number of 
years in Pontypridd - and may 
have died in 1985 - but can’t be 
sure of his true fate. 

His grandson Slobodan 
Erdeljan (24) got in touch with 
The Glamorgan GEM in the 
hope that a reader may remember 
Danilo and shed some light on a 
mystery that has haunted the 
family for decades. 

From his home in Belgrade, 
Slobodan has begun a search for 
information which he hopes will 
assemble the jigsaw of Danilo’s 
life in Britain. 

“My grandfather escaped to 
London from Belgrade when 
World War Two started and after 
that the family lost contact with 
him. 

“The family received a letter, 
and the address on the envelope 
referred to a street in south 
Wales - in Pontypridd.” 

The handwritten address in 
blue ink read: 12 Howell Street, 
Cylfynydd, Nr Pontypridd, 

Glam. 

Slobodan said: “ I searched on 
Ancestry.co.uk. and discovered 
that a person named Danilo 
Ljubenko died in Glamorgan in 
1985. 

“Perhaps The GEM and 
people in south Wales could help 
to find out if he is alive. It not, 
he must have some family there 
and they might have some 
information. It would mean a lot 
to me, and my family.”

Danilo Ljubenko was bom on 
September 12, 1924, in Orasje, 
which is in the north east of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. 

Slobodan explained: “Back 
then - and until 1929 - it was 
called the Kingdom of Serbs, 
Croats and Slovenes. Then the 
name was changed to Kingdom 
of Yugoslavia. Although Orasje 
is in today’s Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, Danilo was Serb 
by nationality.” 

Slobodan said his 
grandfather’s sudden departure 
and the silence that followed it 
caused the family great anguish. 

“My parents, but especially 
my grandmother, always 
wondered what happened to him. 
The thing is we’ve always been 
quite a modest family so we 
were never in a position to 
investigate or research what 
became of him, and where he 
might be. 

“He escaped from Belgrade at 
the time of the Second World 
War. 

“The reason was possibly 
because during that period, in the 
former Yugoslavia, there were 
two sides: chetniks, who were 
for the king, and partizans, the 
communists. 

“My grandfather was for the 
king, and since at the time it 
wasn’t safe, he escaped, and they 
were doing many things that he 
did not want to be a part of. 

“His departure was quite 
sudden. He was working in a 
small workshop, and my 


grandmother was working in a 
factory. Danilo went in to say 
goodbye to my grandmother, 
hugged her, and didn’t say 
much - just that he had to leave. 
She was crying - she cries every 
time she tells the story. 

“Then he borrowed a horse 
and cart from his boss and 
headed for the border. When he 
got there he paid a guy to take it 
all the way back. 

“I don’t think he stayed too 
long in London. The oldest letter 
that we have was sent from 
Wales in 1960. 

“In letters he mentioned 
moving to another apartment and 
seriously injuring a finger which 
meant that he wasn’t able to 
work for three weeks.” 

Slobodan dreams of visiting 
Wales one day to see where his 
grandfather lived but financial 
considerations mean he is unable 
to. 

Recently, Slobodan re-read 
Danilo’s letters from the far-off 
country of Wales to his 
grandmother. 

“She started crying. I hadn’t 
told her that I had found them. 
He mentioned my mother in the 
letters a few times, and asks how 
she is. He had seen a picture of 
my mother and said she was 
beautiful, Tike a film star’.” 

Slobodan now wonders 
whether he has Welsh relatives.

f Cronenberg’s 
filmography has been 
littered with movies 
that have taken a 
skewed look at the 
world, the likes of 
Scanners, Videodrome 
and the ubiquitous 
Crash all filtered 
through 

Cronenberg’s own 
particular point of 
view. 

While he had taken a 
turn for the more 
straightforward with the 
A History of Violence, 
Eastern Promises and A 
Dangerous Method, 
Cosmopolis saw him 
revert to type, and his 
latest, Maps To The 
Stars, comes from a 
similar place. 

Taking a satirical 
look at Hollywood, it 
stars Mia Wasikowska 
as Agatha, a mysterious 
girl who lands a job 
working for actress 
Havana Segrand 
(Julianne Moore), 
whose desperation to 
land the role in a 
remake of a film her 
dead mother starred in 
is all consuming. 

It also tells the story 
of young star Benjie 
(Evan Bird), whose 
career seems to be 
spiralling out of 
control, much to the 
chagrin of his parents 
(John Cusack and 
Olivia Williams); but 
are all these lives 
connected in some 
way?... 

Hollywood and the 
satirisation of it is a 
tricky thing to handle; 
play it too broadly and 
you lack any bite or 
snap, play it too tightly 
and you’ll find the 
comedy whizzing over 
the audience’s heads. 

Maps To The Stars 
plays it just right, 
though any casual 
filmgoers who are 
intrigued enough to 


tackle David 
Cronenberg’s latest 
fever dream may find 
themselves a little lost, 
with the narrative itself 
loose and freeform 
enough to perhaps 
disengage some from 
the story it’s trying to 
tell. 

Writer Bruce Wagner 
has obviously spent 
plenty of time around 
the filmmaking 
machine, his script 
lampooning remakes, 
safe child-friendly 
comedies populated by 
drug-crazed stars, the 
diva demands of the 
rich and famous, and 
the general sense of 
pomposity you can’t 
help but feel 
Hollywood and its 
denizens can become 
cocooned in. 

Yet, rather than aim 
for straight-ahead 
satire, he lumps in 
more - from the weight 
of family secrets either 
told or untold, to the 
lengths some will go to 
achieve their dreams 
and ambitions and even 
darker avenues - and 
this is where Wagner 
finds the perfect 
director in David 
Cronenberg. 

Never a man to make 
an easy film, even his 
more straightforward 
efforts have been 
leavened with some off- 
kilter mystery and 
madness, the director 
takes in everything 
Wagner offers him and 
savours it. 

The film has the 
woozy feel that films 
set in Los Angeles tend 
to have by default, but 
as ever Cronenberg’s 
lens sees more than just 
what’s on the surface. 

Whether it’s 
Wasikowska dancing 
absent mindedly, a 
seemingly innocuous 
conversation between 
an actress who got the 
role and the one who 
didn’t, or visitations 


from beyond the grave 
- the camera is always 
probing beneath the 
surface, questioning 
and teasing. 

There is a truly 
breathtaking 
performance from 
Julianne Moore as the 
actress whose career 
seems to be slowly 
slipping away, only to 
be offered the 
redemption of the role 
played once by her 
mother - Moore 
playing the role with no 
concession to vanity 
and delivering a turn 
that is one of her best - 
while Mia Wasikowska 
dials up the ‘kooky’ as 
the mysterious Agatha 
but with much more 
going on below the 
surface. 

John Cusack relishes 
a role he can get his 
teeth into as a self-help 
guru, while Evan Bird’s 
Bieber-esque starlet 
shows substance and 
empathy as the have-it- 
all actor finds h im self 
slipping slowly off the 
rails. 

There’s even a small 
turn from Cronenberg’s 
seeming latest muse, 
Robert Pattinson, which 
shows he’s certainly put 
his schlocky vampire 
routine to bed once and 
for all. 

Certainly, the odd 
levels are dialled up to 
a very high number 
indeed, but the story 
itself plays out a little 
predictably, with only 
the occasional 
curveball - while 
anyone hoping for 
some real resolution 
will be a little 
disappointed. But, as a 
slice of slightly bonkers 
satire, Maps To The 
Stars certainly offers an 
interesting route. 

VERDICT: A sharp, 
peculiar satire that may 
be a little too specific 
for some, Maps To The 
Stars is nevertheless an 
intriguing viewing

Peter Kollwitz - one 
of the innocents...

IN July 1914, 17- 
year-old Peter 
Kollwitz from 
Berlin, was on 
holiday in Norway 
with some friends 
and when they 
heard that 

Germany was at 
war, they got the 
train from Bergen 
to Oslo to return 
home immediately. 

They were going to 
join up to defend their 
country and like many 
young men all over 
Europe they were 
“talking excitedly about 
their new identity as 
fighters, lit up by 
sensuality and the thrill 
of imagined battle,” even 
if it was rather 
embarrassing to meet 
friendly British and 
French tourists on the 
train. 

Peter’s father, Karl, a 
doctor who worked in a 
poor quarter of Berlin 
and his mother Kathe, an 
artist, both had left wing 
and pacifist views, were 
against the war, and did 
not want Peter and his 
elder brother Hans to 
enlist. 

Kathe wrote in her 
diary: “The idea of mere 
boys going into battle 
strikes me as senseless. It 
is all so pointless, so 
insane...”. 

Finally believing that 
Germany was actually 
threatened, they 

reluctantly agreed and by 
mid-August the boys 
were in the army. 

Hans and Peter were 
not alone. Although the 
German army was 
conscripted in peacetime, 
some of the young men 
who were available were 
not called up. Many of 
these, with others like 
Peter who had not 
reached call-up age, now 
wanted to fight for their 
country for patriotic 
reasons - because it 
seemed an exciting thing 
to do, because their 
friends were going, or 
because authority figures 
like schoolmasters put 
pressure on youngsters to 
enlist. 

Erich Maria 

Remarque’s famous book 
(and film) All Quiet on 
the Western Front about 
the Great War includes 
such scenes. 

None of these young 
men had any military 
training. Equipped in the 
regimental depots they 
started their military life, 
like all recruits in all 
nations, on the drill 
square. 

During August and 
September, their training 
continued and during 
September they were 
formed into 12 new 


infantry divisions 

organised in six corps, 
perhaps 150,000 men in 
all. 

Germany had planned 
to defeat France by mid- 
September by launching 
about a million men in an 
enormous ‘right hook’ 
through Belgium. It 
nearly worked, but in 
early September, the 
German advance was 
halted at the River Marne 
and the Germans were 
pushed back a few miles 
and dug in on the high 
ground north of the River 
Aisne. From Soissons to 
the Swiss frontier, both 
sides entrenched. 

Germany’s great 
gamble on a quick 
victory had failed. Or 
had it? The 140-mile gap 
between Soissons and the 
Channel coast was 
almost unguarded. Eight 
of the new divisions were 
sent west to break 
through the Allied lines 
near Ypres, turn the 
Allied flank, capture 
Calais and the Channel 
Ports. 

On October 12, Peter 
Kollwitz, now serving in 
No 4 Company of the 
207th Reserve Infantry 
Regiment one of the four 
in the 44th Reserve 
Division which was itself 
part of the XXth Reserve 
Corps said goodbye to 
his family. 

Meanwhile, the 
British Expeditionary 
Force and French troops 
had moved north into 
Belgium and by October 
were holding Ypres. To 
the north, the Belgian 
army was dug in along 
the line of the canal and 
railway to the coast. The 
stage was set for another 
great clash of arms. 

The 207th Regiment 
attacked the Belgian-held 
line at Esen, near 
Dicksmuide, about half 
way between Ypres and 
the coast. 

A German officer, 
Rudolf Binding, wrote in 
his diary: “... these 
young fellows we have, 
only just trained, are too 
helpless, particularly 
when the officers have 
been killed. Our light 
infantry battalion, almost 
all Marburg students ... 


have suffered terribly 
from shellfire. In the next 
division, just such young 
souls, the intellectual 
flower of Germany, went 
singing into an attack on 
Langemarck, just as vain 
and just as costly. ” 

Fighting the same new 
formations around Ypres 
a platoon of the Gordon 
Highlanders, perhaps 40 
men, counted 240 
German dead on its front 
on one day. 

The Germans named 
these battles ‘The 
Kindermord von Ypem’ 
- ‘The Massacre of the 
Innocents of Ypres’ - 
doubtless the biblical 
reference is deliberate. 

Perhaps those who 
have been in the army 
might consider how they 
would have felt being put 
into battle after only 
seven or eight weeks 
training. 

On October 23, Peter 
Kollwitz was killed. His 
mother, Kathe Kollwitz, 
learned of his death on 
the 30th. “ Your pretty 

shawl will no longer be 
able to warm our boy,” 
was the touching way she 
broke the news to a close 
friend. To another friend 
she admitted: “ There is in 
our lives a wound which 
will never heal. Nor 
should it.” 

Kathe, a well known 
artist and sculptor, 
devised the idea of a 
memorial, but it was not 
until much later that she 
produced a design which 
satisfied her. 

The pair of statues - 
The Parents - usually 


referred to as - ‘The 
Grieving Parents’ - 
modelled on herself and 
her husband were 
completed in April 1931. 
“In the autumn - Peter - 
I shall bring it to you,” 
she wrote in her diary. 

They were dedicated 
in 1932, about the same 
time as the Thiepval 
Memorial to the Missing 
on the Somme. They 
were originally placed in 
Friedhof Rogge veld, the 
military cemetery where 
Peter was buried, but in 
1956 it was merged with 
the German military 
cemetery at Vladslo. 

Kathe’s statues now 
stand at the back of the 
cemetery, with the male 
figure looking at the 
stone bearing Peter’s 
name a few yards away. 
Peter’s original grave 
cross is at the In Flanders 
Fields Museum in Ypres. 

Kathe was only just in 
time. The Nazis were on 
the rise and her work was 
seen as degenerate. She 
and her husband Karl 
were nearly sent to a 
concentration camp and 
in 1940 Karl died. 

Kathe’s grandson, 
named Peter after his 
uncle, was killed in 1942 
at Stalingrad. Her home 
and all her possessions 
were destroyed by British 
bombing in 1943. Kathe 
herself died on April 22, 
1945. The statues 
commemorating her 
dead son are a major 
part of her legacy to us 
and a reminder of the 
horrors war brings.

Levels? 

That they will finally 
be 18 and get to buy 
alcohol whenever they 
want? Or that they are 
suddenly becoming 
responsible mature 
adults? (Well sort of...) 

None of these things, 
as a matter of fact. The 
first thing that will soon 
be drilled into year-13s’ 
heads is UCAS. 

For those of you who 
don’t know, UCAS is the 
most efficient way to 
apply to university. 

Within a few pushes 
of a button, students can 
apply to their five choice 
universities, as well as 
be told if they have been 
accepted or not. 

Schools across the 
country will now be 
stressing to their pupils 
the importance of them 
writing their personal 
statement and getting it 
sent off; however, past 
year-13 pupils and 
teachers will understand 
the difficulty of writing 
a personal statement. 

How hard it is to sum 
yourself up as the 
perfect candidate in 
4,000 characters. The 
difficulty of trying to 
associate five different 
universities with five 
different courses in one 
personal statement - it’s 
hard.

Firstly, despite the 
decrease in job 
opportunities, a degree 
will give you the 
advantage when it 
comes to applying. 
Statistics show 

graduates earn more 
than non-graduates, 
meaning that a graduate 
will have more of a 
chance when it comes to 
employment. 

Secondly, the uni life! 
It’s time to move out! 
Get away from your 
parents! Live an 
independent life! 

Attending university, 
whether local or not, will 
give you so much more 
experience when it 
comes to living on your 
own. 

The majority of 
young adults learn more 
in terms of domestic 
chores while at uni than 
at any other time in their 
life. 

Additionally, being 
given the ability to meet 
and socialise with new 
people. Yes, everyone 
has their ‘BFF’ from 
comprehensive school, 
but developing skills 
such as meeting new 
people will also give you 
a huge head start in life 
in comparison to people 
who don’t attend uni 
(not to mention Friday 
and Saturday nights on 
the town!). 

Henry Bowen (18), 
who will soon start his 
first year at Warwick 
University, claimed: “A 
good university degree 
gives you a greater 
earning potential in your 
working life.”

lot of pressure from 
teachers and parents to 
go to uni. For example, 
in school all they talk 
about is applying to 
university and writing 
your personal statement; 
they don’t discuss other 
options such as 
apprenticeships that 
well.” 

She continued: “For 
some people who know 
what they want to do at 
university it’s a great 
idea. But for others, it’s 
just a path of life they 
choose as it’s ‘the thing 
to do’, and all they get 
out of it is a big debt and 
a degree that might not 
guarantee them a 
career.” 

So is university really 
an essential in life? 
Should students really

Would it be better 
sitting in a classroom 
learning the foundation 
of a student’s chosen 
course, or going out to 
gain as much experience 
as possible in that field 
of work? 

Should students really 
strive for university?

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Threadbare Barry second 
team put up a good fight 


A threadbare Barry Second XV 
travelled to Clwb Rygbi more in 
hope than expectation in their 
first away fixture. 

With 18 first team players injured and 
unavailable, coach Rhidian Scott and 
manager Ken Chow were forced to make 
11 changes to the starting XV last 
weekend, bringing in Avaient, Bailey, 
Ring, Barclay and Harris from the 3rd 
XV, while Dix, Hewitson, Pugh, Turnbull 
and Rolfe made their first appearances 
this season. Manager Ken Chow was 
forced to fill a spot on the replacements 
bench. 

The match started in a predictable 
manner as Clwb Rygbi laid siege to the 
Barry line. The away side had precious 
little preparation time with a scratch side, 
and in the early proceedings were no 
match to the well-drilled CRCC. 

After the home side had opened the 
scoring with a well struck penalty, they 
turned the screw in the tight, forcing the 
Barry forwards to retreat, which enabled 
them to score two unconverted tries in the 
corner. 

Barry lacked the experience to unlock a 
disciplined defence and were falling foul 
of the referee’s whistle, which was 
frustrating for both sides. 

The away side finally forced the issue 
by releasing the centre partnership and 
their destructive running drew a penalty 


opportunity, in which Joe McCann gladly 
accepted with his boot to reduce the 
deficit to 13-3. 

With the scrums a mess and line-outs a 
lottery, Barry were to concede again just 
before halftime when Clwb Rygbi took 
advantage of their scrummaging power 
once more for another unconverted score. 

Scott sent on James Sullivan to tidy up 
the set pieces and this proved to be a 
masterstroke, as after the interval Barry 
had the upper hand in this area. 

This gave a platform for Pugh and 
McCann to release the backs and wing 
Michael Avaient looked to have grounded 
the ball beyond the line for his first try of 
the season, only to have the official 
wrongly rule it out. 

Barry pressure finally told, however, as 
following several good forward pick-and- 
drives, scrum-half Gerwyn Pugh dived 
over under the posts to score. McCann 
added the conversion. 

It was now the home side’s turn to feel 
the pressure, as a combination of 
devastating running by Dix and Hewitson 
in midfield, combined with a clear 
dominance in the scrum, saw Barry 
camped deep in their opposition’s 22. 

By drawing in the CRCC defenders, 
McCann was able to send the ball out 
wide to Dix, who dived over to score a 
superb team try. McCann added the 
extras from out wide and the deficit was 
only now one point. 


The home side came back with a try of 
their own after capitalising on a turnover, 
and with the conversion brought the gap 
back to eight points, seemingly making 
sure of the game.

FAMOUS RIDERS 
FROM THE VALE 

John Cook 


IN 1971, Barry- 
born John Cook 
became the first 
Welshman to win 
the Grand National 
since Mervyn Jones 
had been successful 
on Bogskar 31 years 
earlier. 

Riding the 28-1 
chance Specify, owned 
by Fred Pontin, the 24- 
year-old former sailor 
who was in fifth place 
jumping the last fence 
behind Sandy Sprite, 
Bowgeeno, Black Secret 
and Astbury, conjured up 
a late dash on the long 
run-in to pip Black Secret 
by a neck. 

In winning this 
exciting race, he 
displayed one of the 
coolest examples of 
horsemanship ever seen 
at Aintree. He was aged 
33 and was having only 
his third ride in the race. 

The previous year he 
had been going really 
well in the race on 
Specify only to be 
brought down by The 
Otter who fell directly in 
his path when jumping 
Beecher’s the second 
time around. 

John's parents used to 
do the catering for the 
apprentices at Kingsclere 
and that is where he 
served his own 
apprenticeship with 
Welsh trainer Evan 
Williams, who also 
hailed from the Vale. 

However, his race 


riding career really took 
off in 1962 when he put 
an advertisement in the 
now sadly long defunct 
The Sporting Life 
requesting rides. As a 
result of the 
advertisement, he got a 
job with Frank Cundell at 
Aston Tirrold. John 
chalked-up the first of his 
297 winners on Samoan 
Sun at Stratford the 
following year. 

During his race riding 
career, he was associated 
with that good 
steeplechaser Spanish 
Steps on whom he won 
the 1969 Hennessy 
Cognac Gold Cup, the 
1968 Black and White 
Whisky Gold Cup and 
half-a-dozen or so other 
big races. 

Of Spanish Steps he 
said: “He had enough 
guts for ten horses.” 
Sadly, a fractured leg 
owing to a race riding 
accident proved so bad 
that he had to hang-up his 
riding boots. He later 
emigrated with his 
family to Australia and it 
was there that he died in 
1999 after a brave battle 
against illness. 

He was just 62 but one 
thing is certain is that in 
his short life he had made 
his mark in the world of 
steeplechasing.
